After the Oxford Iron company Sucs
ceéeded to the business of this firm, he
became secretary and general purchas-
ing agent of the company and served
as such until 1875 when he returncd

store-keeper of the Lackawanna Iron
and Coal company, suaceeeding J. (%
Platt In that pogition. He resigned in
Muarvch, 1860, and assimned control of
the store connected with the Scranton
Steel company, His successful  man-
agement of this business terminated
upon the consolidation of the Ladkn-
wanna Iron gnd Coal company with
the Bceranton Steel company, forming
the corporation known as the Lacka-
winna Iron and Stecl company.

Mr. Kingsbury was alwnys a strong
[tepublican; Dbut never entered into
politice to any extent, although he ue-

coplably served the Seventeenth' ward

MYSTERY OF A
FATAL SIGNAL

CONFLICTING STORIES Or THE
WITNESSBES,

Footmen in the Bhaft Swenr They
Did Not Give It and Further That
It Was Not Given, While the
Headman, with Equal Positivenesa
Bwenrs the Signal Was Given and
That It Came from the Shaft—Jury

Unnble to Agree ns to Which
Bide Errs.

Tedtimony  from  sixtecn  withesses,
given last night In the court house,

before the coroner's jury, only height-
ened the mystery as to the primal
cauge of the death of William Ordt,
the boy who fell ninety-five feet down
the Hyde Park shaft a week ago vess-
Llerday.

Ordt wos working as  w footman,
with two others In the middle vein of
the three velns thit are oporated, e
was tugging ot @ coar that did not set
squarely on the carringe, while the
other two footmen were adjusting the
blovks, which hold it in pliace, Sud-
denly the carrlage storted up. Ordt
clung to an fron rall, which one of his
hands was clasping, and wns drawn up
with the carriage nbout six feet, when
e Jet go and fell to the bottom of the
shaftt, sustalning fatal injuries,

The two men who were woking with
him declnre that they did not give
the signal to holet and that It was not
given hy anyone elge In the shoft, at
uny of the landings, because there was
no disturbanee of the wihe, which Is
pulled to convey the signal (o the
.'I]l‘n(i-li

Those working in the vieinity of the

“foot,” In ench of the other two velns,
llkewise declare thot the slgnal waos
not given by them or by anyone else

In thelr respective veins,

SIGNAL WAB GIVEXN,

The three headmen and the docking
boss positively aver thot someone i
the mine gave the signal, 1t is the
duty of one of the headmen to receive
tne signals and transmit them to the
engineey, One of the three, who trans-
mitted the signal in question, says he
not only heard the “rapper,” but saw
the indicator point out the signal. The
other three men at the head corrobor-
ate him In this,

Frank Evans and John Leonard, the
two men who were working with Ordt
in the middle vein, state, as tending
to support thelr claim that they did
not give the signal, that as soon as the
carviage started up, Evang jumped for
the signal wire and signalled to stop
the camiage for fear the unblocked car

would run off and cateh in the hunt-
ing.

The  carvinge  wuas  stopped.  The
headmen and engineer corroborate the
story of the sudden signal for the
gloppage of the carringe. Evans,

whose duty it was to glve the signals,
because the wire was on hig slde of the
shalt, told that he was working at the
lever, which adjusts the blocks, when
the carrviage made n sudden start.
From the position he was in, it was
impossible, both he and Leonard testi-
fied, to reach the signal wire,

John H. Jones, a company hand, who
was sitting about thirty feet away,
corroborated BEvans and Leonard.

Blmer Carlson, John H. Jeffreys and
Duniel Coleman, the footmen In the
lowest veln, testilled that they were
the only persons about the foot when
Ordt’'s body came tumbling down the
shaft, and that at this particular time
all three of them were at a point be-
tween forty-flve and Nfty feet Mrom the
foot “slackening’” a irip that had be-
come “stretehed” on a branch,

McGINTY'S TESTIMONY.

John MeGinty, o driver boy, whose
testimony was gliven In a manner that
carried conviction of Its accuracy, told
thit he was the only person in the top
veln in the vicinity of the shaft at any
time within an hour or more of the ne-
cident. From the chnmbors to which
he was delivering empties he could see
A light at the fool, There was no
light seen there or thereabouts, He
did mot go to the foot and did not
Kuow of the accident until the signal
sounded for “all over

Andrew  Huko, Andrvew  Bendorick
and Mike Chivida, the three headmen,
agreed that slgnals were never glven
by them until they received them from
down the shafr, and it was hnpossible
for them o make o mistuke, because,
i addition to hearing the “rapper.”
they could see the Indicator., and in-
vierlably veritied the “rapper” by look=-
ing at the indicator. They remems-
bered this particuliar signal because of
the ract that 1t was followed almost
lmmedlately by another calling for the
stopping ol the carrlage.

John Lukagz, the docking boss, whose
dtatlon is also at the “head,' was only
len feet away from the headmen when
the signal in guestion was reéceived
and traunsmitted, and he swore posi-
tively that he not only heard the “rap-
per’” sound the slgonal (o holst, buot
gaw the Indicator point to the sune
thing.
